In his annual report for 1885 the United 
States Treasurer says: "That the 'fic- 
tion' that these deposits, amounting to 
$2$.

The Imports for April 
1S»5. were S6$,S7A,434, and for tba same 
month in 1804 they were 163,465,369. 
The balance of trade was several 
million dollars In favor of the 
United States in April, 1894. This 
year it is several million dollars against 
us, which is not aa it should be. For 
the ten months ending with April, 
1894, the excess of exports over im- 
ports was 1233.071. ICS. Kor the corre- 
sponding period just ended the exports 
were only W4. 186, 433. The exports 
fell from 8773,407,038 during the ten 
ruopths ending April, 1894, to |0M,fTsv 
G06 in the last ten months, a drop in 
our foreign trade of almost 390,000.000.
